News Report 
From Edmonton

EDMONTON—Social , Credii- 
ers, often accused of being too 
distant and aloof, whooped it up 
last week with.a giant- birthday 
party for Premier Ernest C. Man- 
ning. 

There were some 1,600 Al- 
bertans there to sing “Happy 
birthday, Mr. Manning” (not 
dear Ernie, or dear Ernest). 
There was community singing, 
free birthday cake and coffee 
for everyone, a few brief speech- 
es and even birthday presents. 

The premier grinned like a 
six-year-old unwrapping his 
first electric train when the 
master of ceremonies presented 
him with a valuable shorthorn 
heifer which will help him build 
up a herd on his 300-acre farm 
just outside the capital city. 

He was also given an illumi- 
nated scroll congratulating him 
on his 50th birthday and his 23rd 
year of public life. 

The celebration was billed as 
a public birthday party for the 
premier, and not just as a Social 
‘Credit affair, but most of those 
present were Socred adherents. 
Nevertheless, we can’t recall So- 
cial Crediters throwing such an 
informal fling before. 

The crowd listened with mild 
surprise as Municipal Affairs 
Minister Ald Hooke (an amateur 
entertainer in his spare time) 
read an Albert and the Lion 
style monologue based on the 
premier’s life. It wasn’t quite 
what you’d expect a colleague to 
say about a man who has impres- 
sed everyone with his quiet dig- 
nity. It opened like this: 

“On 20th day of September, 

In year nineteen hundred and 
eight 

A stork who were working near 

Carnduff 
Dropped a bundle at Manning’s 

front gate. 


“They rushed out and unwrapped 
the package 

To look at this tiny wee dear; 

They ’ad to look twice just to 
find ’im — 

Crops were short in Saskatchew- 
an that year. 


is pas e.were madder than blaz- 


’e felt like a bit of a dunce; 

’twere a female that ’e were. ex- 
pecting — 

’e’d already dun this thing once.’ 


It went on like that for 38 
verses, with heayy.stress on the 
human,..folksy side of the pre- 
miers life, . with such choice 
quips as: : 

“But some ’oo don’t know ‘im as 
we do 

Say what a staid fellow is ’e! 

Well, that I shall ’ave to agree 
with— 

’e’s, stayed premier since year 

43.”

It went over big with every- 
one, the premier included. 

Whether it was deliberately | 
planned that way is anyone’s 
guess, but any effort to popular- 
ize the premier in the eyes of us 
common folk should pay divi- 
dends for Social Credit. There’s 
a feeling among some followers 
that he’s been on a pedestal for 
too long. . 

This, of course, isn’t entirely 
his fault. His full 23 years of 
public life have been spent in 
the cabinet, where he hasn’t had’ 
too much to get out and mingle’ 
with the voters. 

They rarely see him except 
at political meetings or at pub- 
lic functions when he attends in 
an official capacity. They hear 
him on the radio as a politician 
or as a preacher, but seldom as a 
man who lives and works with 
them. His social contacts have 
been confined pretty well to po- 
litical colleagues and religious 
associates. 

There are many members and 
officials of the party who agrec 
that Manning’s leadership ‘has 
been the main factor behind So- 
cial Credit’s success in Alberta.

How Is Your 
Car Mileage? 


TORONTO, Sept. 30 — What. 
sort of mileage is your car giv- 
ing these days? 

The modern way to measure a 
car’s thirst, suggests an article 
in the current Impérial Oil Re- 
view, is with a yard-stick called 
“ton-miles-per-gallon.” It will 
tell you that the gasoline you 
are now using does: 50 per cent 
more work than a gallon of 1930 
gasoline—and at virtually no in- 
crease in cost. 

People are used to talking of 
“miles per gallon,” but the gaso- 
line experts say that yardstick 
is as antiquated as a Model A 
Ford. The way to keep up to 
date with the great changes in 
cars and fuels is to find out how 
many miles a gallon of gasoline 
will move a ton of automobile. 
That’s what is meant by: “ton- 
miles-per-gallon.” 

The article explains that cars 
have been getting heavier—an 
average 3,500 pounds now, 
against 2,500 pounds .in 1930. 
They’re loaded with power ac- 
cessories not available before 
the war, and these are fed indi- 
rectly by the gas tank. Car mak- 
ers have put more power into 


their engines by doubling com- 


pression ratios since 1930, and 
the oil industry has equipped it- 
self to turn out the higher octane 
gasolines such engines require. 

“In 1980,” says the Review 
“a gallon of gasoline moved a 
ton of automobile 35 miles, when 
travelling at 40 miles an hour on 
level pavement. Under the same 
ideal conditions,~a gallon will 
move a ton of today’s automobile 
52 miles.”

‘ HOGS TO SWEDEN 


OTTAWA, Sept. 17—Thirteen |: 


Canadian hogs purchased by 
Sweden will be shipped over- 
seas Friday, 

The Yorkshires were seared 
to introduce new blood to a 
swine population that is feeling 
the effects of close breeding. 

Sweden turned to Canada as 
a country making similar hog 
performance tests to determine: 
|( 1) Rate of growth; (2) Feed uti- 
lization; and (8) Carcass desira- 
bility. 

Testing has been carried dut 
in this’country since 1928, ac- 
cording to J. G. Lefebvre, Live- 
stock Production Division, Cana- 
da Department of Agriculture, 
and it involves over 3,000 pigs a 
year. 

Canadian records were stud- 
ied by Gunnar Trulsson, secre- 
jtary of the Swedish Pig Breed- 
ing Association and technical ad- 
viser to the Swedish Govern- 
ment, before he inspected a num- 
ber cf herds in July. 

He selected eight boars and 
five sows, nine in Ontario and 
four in Prince Edward Island. 
Nine owners were involved. 

Rigid specifications were set 
by the Swedish breeders for 
leanness, fast growth and low 
feed requirements, and Mr. Trul- 
sson made certain they were met. 

Health requirements were al- 
so high and one of the reasons 
Canada was chosen was ‘because 
of its disease control measures 
and freedom from _ foot-and- 
mouth disease.
